Examiner finds that all arguments have been previously addressed within the prior final office action dated 8 June 2005, Additionally, 
Examiner notes that Applicant has based all arguments enumerated within the after-final amendment upon only one particular 
embodiment noted within the prior art, (Fig. 1), whereas Examiner has specifically relied upon other embodiments, (as noted within the 
final office action), which other embodiments clearly render Applicant's claimed invention unpatentable. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., an "information receiver" defined as a telephone set or video recorder) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s).
